Third Best Sport- Ambassador 12/30, 1 pro-News- and 
6 con- filed on new comedy-satire by Eleanor and Leo Bayer 
starring Celeste Holm and presented by Theatre Guild. Chap- 
man, Newa, okayed the observant and enjoyable, pleasant com- 
edy with Holm, one of the few intelligent beauties on the stage 
in a performance of great charm and invention. All critics 
had words of praise for Holm, but no one else thought even she 
could save the unfunny comedy. A mechanical comedy composed 
of standard materials, panned Atkinson, Times. Convinced that 
Holm is the first best sport, Kerr, Herald Tribune, feared that 
satirical needle of authors isn't sharp. Blaming Michael Howard's 
frenetic direction, Coleman, Mirror, adds that play doesn't give 
star a sporting chance. The play might be more comfortable 
in a summer stock production than on Broadway, but otherwise 
Watts, Post, summed it as a lost cause, an amiable and well mean- 
ing semi-satire, Cast including Holm, Andrew Duggan, William 
Prince, Judson Laire,a gifted and devouted group, are trapped in 
a theatrical cave-in, noted McClain, Journal American, Holm al- 
most overcame handicaps of play and barn-door style of direct- 
ion, but not quite, concluded Aston, World Telegram & Sun. Jour- 
nal American audience poll voted 7 pro, 1 con. 


King Lear- Players Theatre- 115 MacDougal 1/2. 2 pro- 
News, World Telegram & Sun- and 4 Con- Times, Herald Trib- 
une, Post, Journal American- filed on first presentation of 
Donald Goldman at new home of Shakespearewrights. Sydney 
Walker played title role in production staged by Philip Law - 
rence. Exciting and robust modern production rated both 
McHarry, News, and Aston, WTS, A dandy production, with 
swift pace and with Shakespeare spoken with clarity and under- 
standing, rated News aisle sitter. All concerned share credit 
for lusty presentation which showed every indication of long 
and painstaking rehearsal of intelligent study of text, of char- 
acter comprehension, cheered Aston. Majority of dissenters 
panned director and cast for shouting way through storm scene 
and entire play. With a monotonous and uninteresting Lear the 
players attempt to shout and overwelm play and audience, vetoed 
Atkinson, Times. Wild and grisly tragedy never meant for a 
little theatre production or performance, Crist, Herald Tribune 
is convinced, Fault lies with director for most of actors show 
moments of talent, Watts, Post, rated it a gallant try , but he 
believes while sound and fury add vitality to the production, 
it lacked in main proper pathos of tragedy. A shattering pro- 
duction, entirely wrong to put such a huge play on such a tiny 
stage, cormmented McClain, Journal American. Critic noted 
that with group's change of name from'Shakespearewrights" 
to "Players Theatre" they may venture afield from theBard, 
and reviewer files his vote in favor of sucha project. As to 
the new theatre itself, Crist, Herald Tribune, praised it as a 
comfortable house with good acoustics, Atkinson, Times, 
felt that open stage , rather than apron stage, hinders dir- 
erection, The sight-lines resemble those in the conventional 
small theatre, critic noted, rather than those in the useful apron 
stage which the group used in the past 6 years to modernize 
Shakespeare in NYC. Aston, WTS, noted that theatre was too 
hot on opening night. Other critics did not mention the new 
playhouse,

Peter Sellers, 
currently appearing in London's Brouhaha since August told 
a reporter that he gets bored playing the same part every 
night and in consequence is only giving two good performances 
a week. Having made this discovery concerning his artistic 
capabilities, Sellers in all fairness to the Theatre itself, to 
the management and to the public, should refrain from appear- 
ing in stage plays in the future, suggests the British trade 


paper.

In 
the past abolishment of admission taxes on non-profit theatre 
operations also has found the money going to the producer and 
foundation rather than the ticket-buyer. The end result may 
truly be better productions because the producer has more 
money , but Congress and the voters cannot help but feel that 
something was put over on those who supported and fought for 
lower admission taxes.
